Facta are usually dry. and statistics 
arid; but we wish to give a few facts 
about our Stats prisoners Not one 
college graduate, or a peraon wit^ • 
classical aducation, ia within the dark, 
dark walls of our Stats prison; possibly 
one-half of une per rent, have a High 
School adueatwn. laaa than one-tenth 
of one per cent have a technical educa- 
tion. Thus it can be clearly shown for 
the moat part that tbs illiterates make 
inmates of our prisons. Is It strange 
then that crime has been blotting the 
fair escutcheon of our State when it is 
a poUnt fact that she ranks low in 
seals of literacy when compared with 
her sister stateaT 

"Work of mind secures repose of 
heart." For this reason it ia urged 
that the mind be employed and tha 
baart ba at peacs.

For us in the dark to rise. Let ua rise." 

Why do I say the ignorant person 
tranagresses more? Here are my rea- 
aona. First, ha is ignorant of law in 
that be docs not know when it is vio- 
lated. Second, he does not appreciate 
tha value of a good name, which tbs 
wisast man of earth haa said is rather 
to be choacn than great riches. Being 
ignorant of the valus of a goud name, 
humiliation and diagraca of familv do 
not aifect him aa it would one of highar 
cultur# of mind and heart; and. in the 
last placa, he has lees at sUke; tor, aa 
tha old darkey aaid, "Them that hat 
muat lose!" We do not mean by this 
that a princa or an earl ia better than 
tha peasant because of position, but 
because hit education or pride of true 
worth ia greater, or it should be so at 
least.
